August 18, 1935 

The first meeting was held in the Wo- 
men’s Auxiliary tent. Hymn 123 was sung 
and Mrs. Ashley gave a report of last year’s 
meetings.. The following were officers , at 
the meetings :

Secretary Mrs. Nelson Jenesse 

' Mrs. Ashley read a letter from Bishop 
Cook in answer to the sympathy letter 
written to them after accident and loss of 
their daughter. 

Mrs. A. B. Clark, Miss Bridges, and Mrs. 
Reed gave talks of encouragement to the 
women. 

A motion was made that before the next 
convocation the women’s auxiliary send in 
the names of their delegates to our Presi- 
dent, Mrs. Ashley. It was seconded and 
carried* 

August 19, 1935. 

Meeting held in the basement of the 
church. 

Bishop Roberts told us how he had told 
all over the East and he said he heard one 
Bishop tell his people about the Dakota 
Women and the splendid offering they gave. 
The Bishop further expressed his deep ap- 
preciation of what the women had done. 

Major Lippert of Standing Rock spoke 
on the Wheeler-Howard Bill and told the 
Women to get behind their men in the 
working of it. 

The People of Corn Creek presented Mr. 
Alfred Barker with a car. The Rev. V. 
Deloria gave $10.00, Rev. Dallas Shaw 
$10.00. He broug'ht his new car to the con- 
vocation. This report was brought by Mrs. 
Elizabeth Last Horse. Mrs. Roberts gave 
a talk on the United Thank Offerings. She 
told us it was started in 1899. An offering 
gi v en fo r Women's Work all over the 
world. Part of it is used for New buildings. 
A church is being built at Little Eagle sta- 
tion with money from the United Thank 
offering. They also sent us Thank offering- 
workers, only for it we would not have Mrs. 
McKibbon, Miss Staple, Deaconess King, 
Sister Horner, Eunice Olsen, Lillian Mes 
nes. We understand what the offerings, no 
matter how little, means in the Little Blue 
Box. 

August 20, 1935 

Meeting was held in the church and 
women given topics, made their talks. 

Mrs. Lambert was given the topic on, 
“Iiow Can We Help our Church.” She 
urged the Women and Young People to do 
their very best to strengthen the work of 
the church, to ,go forward, to have patience 
to teach the Young People to advance in the 
church and to encourage our Ministers, and 
helpers when discouraged, always to be 
back of them, always pushing onward. If 
the young people make mistakes, overlook 
it and give them more advise and encour- 
ag-ement so that they will be willing to start 
anew, as they - are the ones to carry on in 
the days to come. When we get home do 
everything possible to do better work than 
before and to start fresh. Her most import- 
ant and outstanding point in her talk was 
that, “We all take a step forward from this 
convocation, looking forward always and 
not backwards.” 

Mrs. Holmes was then given a topic on 
“How to Help each other.” Pier most im- 
portant point was that the best way we 
could help each other is to read about what 
others were doing and spreading the news 
by reading the various church papers. She 
also brought the different church papers 
and stressed the point that the work was 
just as hard in the old days if not harder 
than now and that the only way we could 
progress is only by the help of our Heaven- 
ly Father. These two reports were very in- 
teresting and inspiring. 

Our President asked Mrs. Renville to 
send greetings to the Young People and tell 
them how happy we are that they were do-

ing such wonderful work for the Church 

Mrs: Dallas Shaw was remembered by 
all tire Women and how much they missed 
her because 1 of the good' work she had done: 
Mrs.. .Barker gave a report on the work on 
her reservation and that she had been ask- 
ed to take the place of Mrs. Shaw and that 
even though she could never take her place 
and do as well as she did, she was trying her 
best to follow in her steps, and that the wo- 
men were doing their utmost to carry on 
the work so faithfully done by their sister 
Mrs. Dallas Shaw. . 

We all remember that Mrs. Robert was 
a member of the National Council and that 
she has been representing us for six years.; 
In the last meeting new officers were elect- 
ed and we are very happy that Mrs. Bar-: 
bour has been made secretary of the Wo- 
men’s Auxiliary for the sending out of cloth- 
ing and supplies and for answering them. 
She was asked to say a few words and she 
told us that the National Board had been 
going on for a number of years but that she 
is the first Missionary to be on the Board 
and that she receives the things such as 
sheets and medical supplies and that if we 
want to tell them anything or want to know 
anything she will slid out for us. 

Mrs. Cain, the President of the Women’s 
Auxiliary to the National Council was plan- 
ning on being to our Convocation but on 
account of the death of her niece she was 
not able to come but expects to be with us 
next year.

A motion was made by Mrs. American 
Hong that we sell the tent by pieces and 
use it for rugs etc. seconded by Mrs. Bar- 
ker and carried. 

Mrs. Little Ea,gle made a motion that we 
appoint 2 members to rip the tent, it was 
seconded and carried. 

Mrs. Deloria made a motion that there be 
four women to cut the ripped pieces. It was 
seconded and carried. 

Mrs. Deloria, Mrs. Last Horse, Mrs. 
King, Mrs. Red Hail were appointed unan- 
imously. It was decided that the four wo- 
men cut the pieces and decide how much 
one piece would cost. 

Mrs. Alary King and Mrs. Deloria were 
asked to let Mrs. Williamson, the keeper 
of the tent, know what was decided and 
done with the tent. 

The Rev. Creighton gave us a short talk, 
telling us how happy he was to be here and 
how he noticed the wonderful work the 
women were doing.
